PARIS -- Walter Lippmann has 
taken a stand similar to the 
Kremlin to discredit Mr. Bernard 
Baruch's proposal for interna- 
tional control of atomic energy. 
Keystone of the Baruch plan is 
the proposal that the Big Five 
right of veto must be abandoned 
where a breach of atomic con- 
trols has occurred. If this is 
removed the whole plan must col- 
lapse. It is therefore disquiet- 
ing that it is on abolition of 
the veto that Moscow and Lipp- 
mann are concentrating their 
fire. 

The Lippmann argument is 
briefly: Proposal to abolish the 
veto is founded upon the Ameri- 
can power of veto. The monopoly 
gives the United States an ab- 
solute veto. 

Lippmann concludes Baruch 
‘thas not the slightest intention 
of surrendering this American 
veto; on the contrary he intends 
to use it for all it is worth to 
induce other governments to 
agree to a treaty which we judge 
to be good enough not to veto".

Russia More Co-operative 


During the past week or so, 
signs of a change in Soviet 
foreign policy have not been 
wanting. The attitude of mingled 
distrust and aggressiveness, 
which has prevailed almost since 
the end of the war, seems to be 
giving way to something a little 
more co-onerative. 

This change has been mani- 
fested in several recent moves 
by the Kremlin. The most in- 
portant, of course, was Molotov's 
unexpected willingness to com- 
promise Russian claims at the 
foreign ministers' conference 
in Paris. Where formerly he was 
unwilling to budge an inch on 
anything, ne has now agreed to 
settlements of the Trieste, 
Dodecanese, and Italian colonies 
questions on terms agreeable to 
the other powers and far short 
of the extreme Soviet demands.

Britons who own*cats--and 
that includes the vast majority 
of Britons--are keeping 4 more- 
than-usually watcnful eye on 
their pets these days and, as 
a consequence, medical researcn 
is likely to be\seriously slow- 
ed up. 

The unpalatable tact which 
has been borne in by recent de- 
velopment upon the British 
public mind is that cats are an 
ideal medium for medical experi- 
mentation and that cats are, in 
used for that purpose. It 
has always been so in recent 
years; but the public simply 
was not wholly aware of it 

Now that an Oxford professor, 
Edward George Tandy Liddell, nas 
been convicted in court of ne- 
glecting the cats in his univer- 
sity laboratory and allowing 
them to suffer, the full cost of 
medical development in terms of 
cats' lives has been borne to 
the public consciousness with 
shocking suddenness. The news- 
papers, realizing the intense 
interest most of their readers 
have in cats, have played the 
story with as much prominence 
as a triple murder would command 
in a New York tabloid 

Even before this development, 
the physiologists conducting 
research with cat subjects were 
having a difficult enough time. 
The strong and widely-supported 
Anti-Vivesection League and 
Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, as well 
as assorted organizations dedti- 
cated to the betterment of th 
welfare of cats, were doing 
their utmost to see that the 
felines did not get into the 
nands of dealers who would sell 
them for about $2 each to labor- 
atories. 

The efforts of these socie- 
ties, however, were slightly 
offset by the fact that the 
medical researchers claimed cats 
used for vivesection were more 
humanely destroyed than those 
sent by owners to veterinarians 
to be "put to sleep". Now that

victed of neglect, resulting in 
some of his cats catching colds 
while awaiting experiments, the 
task of finding a constant sup- 
ply of subjects is very likely 
to prove insoluble.
